Washington, March IO 
(JP)— 
Through its new credit pact with 
Brazil, the United States govern­ 
m ent began today a broad of­ 
fensive to capture Germany’s 
citadel of Latin American trade. 
Three 
federal 
agencies—the 
state and treasury departments 
and the export-import bank — 
were ready to carry out the pro­ 
gram of economic cooperation 
agreed upon yesterday between 
Secretary Hull and Foreign Min­ 
ister Aranha of Brazil. 
Diplomatic circles here viewed 
their exchange of notes as a re­ 
ply to Hitler’s last speech, when 
he said Germany’s commercial 
relations with Latin America 
were no concern of the United 
States. The pact calls for: 
1. A credit of $19 ,200,000 from 
expcrt-import bank to free Bra­ 
zil’s foreign exchange. 
2. Long-term credits from the 
export-import bank to American 
manufacturers and exporters of 
goods to Brazil. 
3. $50,000,000 gold from the 
United States treasury to back a 
new Brazilian central reserve 
bank and assist in stabilizing 
Brazil’s currency. 
Brazil, on her part, agreed: 
1. To resume payments on her 
dollar indebtedness, amounting 
to $357,400,000, beginning July I. 
2. To develop products such as 
rubber, q uinine, vegetable oils 
and hardwoods, which the Unit-

Washington, March IO (ZP) — 
The economy group in congress 
is regarding the new government 
reorganization bill as a weapon 
to help trim the cost of govern­ 
ment.

45 years ago. He lost before he 
got started. 
Other Presidents 
have tried on a bigger scale to 
do the same thing, with the same 
result. 
Cleveland 
ordered John 
C. 
Carlisle, his secretary of treas­ 
ury, to discharge treasury clerk s 
who did so little work that the 
government was not justified in 
k eeping them on the payroll. He 
intended to do the same thing 
in other departments.

however, senators and represen­ 
tatives virtually deserted con­ 
gress to swarm down upon the 
White House and insist that the 
order be revok ed.
